COOPER'S FIANCEE OFFENDED 


Witnesses Swear Prison Threatened Te 
Take Life Months Ago, 
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DEFENDNNT MAKES IS STATEMENT

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Courthouse Was Thromged with Peo-

LaGrange, Ga., May 1 - Special.)—Cvop- 
er’s trial for the murd@® of Dunson was 
full of sensational featur@ today. 

After nearly the entif® day had been 
given to the examinatio f witnesses and 
after the defendant had@made his state- 
ment, the state put wiffesses upon the 
stand by whom it was. shown that there 
had long been a grudge ®n Cooper's part 
against Dunson. 

In his statement the prisoner laid 
grounds for self-defense by claiming that 
he fired the shot through a neryousness 
brought on by the fear that his life was 
in danger at the time Dunson was killed. 
He never intimated in any way in that 
statement, however, that there had been a 
disagreement between him and Dunson pre- 
vious to the day on which the killing oc- 
curred. 

- But the state presented witnesses after 
that statement who swore that Cooper had 
told them that Dunsen had attempted to 
kiss Mrs. Cooper shortly. before her mar- 
riage, and that he woulé*kill him for it. 
They swore that Cooper #as looking for 


into Dunson Bros.’ store, nor did he see 
any one push a negro in there. 

“I do not know who all were there at 
the time.’”’ he said. “I nevér neard any 
conversation between Ab Dunson and 
Cooper after the shooting took place. If 
Claude Dunson spoke to Cooper first I 
never heard it.

Dunson did not have his hands out as if 
he was going to grapple Cooper. Cooper 
seemed to be angry. Dunson’s back was 
toward Ferrell & Burk’s drug store; Coop- 
er’s back was rather toward Dunson Bros.’

Shot as Dunson Straightened. 

Randall Flowers, a negro, the next wit- 
ness, said that he lived on Henry Miller's 
plantation and that he was in town Christ- 
mas eve and was standing in Dunson 
Bros.’ store door when the shooting took 
place. 

“Tt knew Mr. Claude Dunson, but didn’t 
know Mr. Douglas Cooper at that time. 
A gentleman came up to a colored man 
that I didn’t know and said, ‘did you dis- 
pute my word?’ and the negro said ‘no, sir.’ 
Mr. Claude came up, put his hands on the 
gentleman’s shoulder and said: ‘I would 
not have: a fuss.’ I looked off in another 
direction, and as I looked back toward them 
Mr. Dunson was picking up his hat and 
as he got about straight that gentleman 
shot him. The colored man had run off.” 

On the cross examination Fluwers swore 
that he stayed until all was over, and that 
he did not push the darky in the door 
to. get him out of the way, nor did he see 
any one else push him away. 

‘Tt did not know the negro,”’ he said, “and 
never saw him before as I know of. He 
seemed to be sober and all right. I never 
heard Mr. Cooper say anything to the 
colored man about a siick dime.” 

Colonel Watson named several parties, 
especially witnesses of the state, and asked 
Flowers if he saw them. But few of them 
the negro remembered seeing. 

“Mr. Claude was between Mr. Cooper and 
Dunson Bros.’ store @oor,’’ said the wit- 
ness, “not right in front of the door, but 
‘sorter’ below it. I saw Cooper draw a 
pistol, but don’t know from which pocket. 
I never heard Mr. Dunson say to Mr. Coop- 
er ‘go on off, the negro hasn't done any- 
thing,’ nor did I hear Mr. Cooper say to 
Mr. Dunson, ‘what in the hell have you 
got to do with it?’ Mr. Cooper looked like 
he was mad. Mr. Ab Dunson was in his 


office writing and went out immediately af-. 


ter the shooting, and he and some friends 
picked up Mr. Claude and carried him into 
the drug store.”’ : 

Mat Cox, colored, swore that he was 
coming up the sidewalk and that Claude 
Dunson was coming down, and that at the 
same time Cooper was coming across the 
street onto the sidewalk. The first thing 
Cooper did was to slap Dunson’s hat off, 
and Dunson stooped to pick it up, and as 
Dunson arose to an upright position Coop- 
er shot him. Dunson trembled for a mo- 
ment and eased himself down on the pave- 
ment. ‘iiney were about four feet part. 

“I was so near {Mr. Dunson,”, said Cox, 
“T had to move out of his way as he stoop- 
ed to pick up his hat. I heard Mr. Dunson 
say, ‘I wouldn’t have a fuss with a negro 
about a dime,’ and Mr. Gooper replied: 
‘Do you take me for a negro?’ Mr. Dunson 
had one hand in his pocket and never did 
take it out.’’

The court 
allowed the whole jury, under the protec- 
tion of the sheriff, to go out for a few 
minutes for fresh air. 

Walter Piper said: ‘‘I was in about fifteen 
feet of where the killing occurred. The 
first thing that attracted my attention 
Claude said: ‘Oh, Douglas, don’t do that!’ 
Claude Had his hand just in front of his 
forehead, a few inches from it when Cooper 
shot him. My back was to them when I 
heard Dunson speak and the shooting took 
place just as I looked around. The pistol 
was about two feet from Dunson’s face.”’ 
On the cross witness swore that he 
knew nothing of what took place before 
he heard Dunson. 

“Dunson was in a stooping position,” 
gaid the witness, ‘‘when he was ghot, with 
his face looking up into Cooper’s face. 
I could see the pistol good, as it was on 
a level. They were nearer the drug store 
door than to Dunson’s door.” 

W. D. Burk said: “I was in my drug 
store at the time, about thirty feet from 
the front door where Claude Dunson was 
killed, Just at my upper window. 1 looked 
to. the front when I heard the report of 
the pistol and saw Douglas Cooper in 
front of my door. I saw him start off in 
the direction of his father’s store. I went 
to the front and saw Claude Dunson on 
the pavement.. Cooper, when I saw him, 
was five or six feet from where Claude 
was lying.” 

Pitman Cleaveland testified to Cooper’s 
wanting to borrow a pistol from him before 
the shooting occurred. 

Ab Dunson said: “Claude Dunson was 
my brother and was younger that I am. 
Claude and Cooper, I think, were about 
the same height. I was in my office and 
did not see the killing. I ran oft the front 
door of the store and ‘as I did so Cooper 
was standing immediately in front, about 
twenty feet away, and sald: 

“tT chave killed Claude Dunson, and if 
you come to me I'll kill -you.’ 

“T saw Claude down onthe pavement. I 
He’ looked at me, faintly 
smiled and closed his eyes. I called on 
friends to help me get him into the drug 
store.”

Washington, May 11.—The consideration 
of the senate amendments to the sundry 
civil appropriation bill was finished by 
the house today and the bill sent to a 
conference, 

President Cleveland's forest reservation 
order was the subject of much debate and 
the house voted not to concur in the sen- 
ate amendment to annul the order with 
the understanding that the conferees should 
arrange an amendment which would have 
the same effect. _ : 

The most interesting debate was on 
the appropriation of $50,000 to improve Pearl 
harbor, in the Hawaiian islands, which 
was defeated by a vote of 85 to 3. 

Mr. Hitt, of Illinois, past and prospec: e 
chairman of the committee on foreign 
affairs, earnestly urged the importance of 
taking steps to confirm the title of this 
goveri#aent to the harbor in view of the 
senate’s proposal to abrogate the aHwaiian 
treaty. 

He spoke of the advantages of this port 
as a naval station. 

“We Rave tried,” said he, “for thirty 
years to secure naval stations in many 
parts of the worle and not one havé we 
today. The navy of Great Britain, which 
is so powerful, ca: be placed in any part 
of the world ana be within reach of sup- 
plies, as well as facilities for repair. Our 
navy, in case of war, would be helpless 
as soon as its coal ran out. 

‘In the Pacific ocean the great powers 
of the world—Enj;land, France, Germany, 
Spain—all possesses one, two, ten, twenty 
spots from which to fit out ships that 
would devastate our coast. Now if that 
treaty fails—if it is abrogated—Great Brit- 
ain will instantly press for new relatfons 
with Hawaii. Instantly Japan will be 
pressing, and flercely pressing. 

“In the telegrams of this morning I 
read that the cruiser Ninevah has already 
arrived at Hawaii to press threatening 
claims on thiut governraent.’”’

Senators Have Falled in Thelr Tinkering, 
He Declares, 


DUTY ON TEA ADDS A FEW DOLLARS 


Tax on Beer, Too, Is Commended as a 
Good Thing, He Says, but Scores 
the Changes Made by Sen- 
ate’s Several Amend- 
ments. 


Washington, May 11.—The first statement 
which Chairman Dingley, of the ways and 
means committee, whose name is borne by 
the new tariff bill, has consented to make 
regarding the TDi since it was amended 
by the senate finance committee, was made 
by him today to the Associated Press. 

Mr. Dingley was requested to give some 
statement as to the probable additional 
revenue that would be yielded tbe first year 
by the new senate tariff bill as well as by 
the house bill, and he spoke as follows: 

“It must be borne in mind that there is 
no senate bill as yet. What is improperly 
spoken of as the senate bill is the house 
bill reported to the senate by the finance 
committee with certain amendments rec- 
ommended. What the senate bill will be 
when that body shall have made it no one 
can as yet say. 

“While the amendments of the house bill, 
recommended by the senate finance com- 
mittee (about 700) appear to be multitudi- 
nous, yet about 200 of them are mainly 
verbal. There are, however, many amend- 
ments which are important not only on 
account of revenue, but on other grounds. 
I will not at this time speak of those pro- 
posed amendments except as they affect 
revenue. 

House Bill a Revenue Producer. 

“The effect of those amendments as a 
whole—outside of the amendment impos- 
ing a duty on tea for two years and a 
half—and the amendment increasing the 
internal revenue tax on beer 44 cents per 
barrel for the same period, and the increase 
proposed on tobacco and cigarettes is to 
produce less revenue than would be yield- 
ed by the house bill. 

“For example, the amendments returning 
to the free list argols, certain acids and 
oils, paintings and statuary for private 
uses and reducing the duties on liquors, 
tobacco, ‘precious stones, etc., lose more 
revenue than could be obtained by the duty 
on tea. The amendment increasing the 
duty on opium from $6 to $8 per pound 
would not increase the revenue, in the 
judgment of the administrators of the law, 
who informed the ways and means com- 
mittee that $6 was the point which would 
yield the largest revenue. The proposed 
duty on hides and a few other amend- 
ments would increase the revenue some- 
what. : 

“Of course, the estimate of an increase 
in the revenue from sugar through an 
abrogation of the treaty with Hawaii has 
nothing to do with the tariff legislation, 
for this could be done as well by ascept- 
ing the house sugar schedule as the sugar 
schedule. proposed. The ways and means 
committee ‘did not even consider the ques- 
tion of abrogating this treaty, because they 
took it for granted that if it was consid- 
ered desirable to abrogate this or any 
other treaty, it would be done in the 
straightforward manner promised by the 
treaty itself. The fact that the senate 
finance committee recommends an ad valo- 
rem duty on sugar apparently a little 
higher than the specific duty of the house 
pill, does not insure a larger revenue, as 
past experience with ad valorem duties has 
shown. In our judgment, the revenue from 
sugar under the house sugar schedule 

‘(setting aside the question of abrogating 
the Hawaiian treaty) would be larger than 
under the senate amendments. 
Temporary Duty on Tea. 

“The proposed temporary duty on tea 
would increase the revenue, although not 
so much the first year as estimated, be- 
cause of the large stocks on hand and the 
short stocks that would be. maintained 
with the knowledge that tea would soon 
go back to the free list, and the proposed 
increase of internal revenue taxes would 
also increase the revenue to the extent 
estimated. But this other proposed amend- 
ment would, as a whole, diminish rather 
than increase the revenue. 

“Some criticism has been made on the 
estimates of the ways and means commit- 
tee to the revenue that would be produced 


| by the bill as it passed the house. These 


criticisms overlooked the fact that the 
ways and means committee estimate of 
the revenue that might be expected the 
first year were based on assumption that 
the bill would become a law on or before

Douglas came in and 
spoke to one of the clerks. The clerk said: 
‘Did you kill him? ‘Yes,’ said defendant; 
‘he took up for a negro, and I killed him.’ 
Douglas went on through the store, going 
toward the back door.” 

Here the state closed. 

Colonel Watson asked the court for ten 


or fifteen minutes consultation, which was 
granted, 
Defendant’s Statement. 

Cooper then took the stand to make his 
statement when he said in substance 44 
follows: 

“On the 2ist of December a negro came 
in our store to do some trading and went 


he had received a slick dime there and 
wanted a good one in its .place. Mr. 
Henry Bailey waited on the negro and said 
he did not give him the slick dime. and 
of course I] relied on my clerk and tvok 
sides with him and told the negro to get 
out of the store. As I came from behind 
the counter the negro had his hands in 
his pocket after his knife. I pulled out my 
knife and made the negro take his hands 
out of his pockets. He went out on the 
street and told me if I came out there he 
would cut my damned guts out. I started 
after him and he ran off toward Dunson 
Brothers’ store. Mr. Wade McCaine came 
out after me and told me to come back, 
that the negro was gone. I went back with 
him to the store. In about five minutes I 
went to the door and looked across toward 
Dunson came up and sa‘d, ‘Let thé negro 
talking to his colored friends. The negro 
saw me and shook his fist at me in a men- 
acing manner. I went and got a pistol— 
got it from E. B. Edmondson—and went 
over in front of Dunson Brothers’ store 
where the negro was and asked him to 
retract what he had said. I knew he had 
a knife and he pulled it out. Claude 
Dunson came up and said, ‘‘Let the negro 
alone,’ and put his hands on my breast 
and shoved me away while the negro’s 
friends were holding him and trying to 
get him away. I slapped Dunson with my 
left hand. I did not knock his hat off. 
He reached out after me. I drew my pis- 
tol and made an over-handed lick. It 
flashed in my mind at the Instant that the 
negro might get away from his friends and 
stab me in the back, and I saw I had to 
get rid of Dunson so that I could give my 
attention to the negro. In the excitement 
of the moment when I struck at him with 
the pistol I did not know I had such a 
grip on it; when it fired I realized what 
had been done and walked across the 
street to the store, gave the 
pistol to Mr. Morgan, who 
advised me to get out of the way. All 
those around me were advising me to run. 
that the Dunsons would kill me. I walked 
through the store and started down the 
street toward home, when I saw a horse 
hitched to the rack, which I mounted and 
rode off. I never went out of the city, but 
just. beyond Mr. Archibald Smith's got 
off the horse and stayed in the woods until 
night. I did not say to Mr. Ab Dunson 
what he has sworn to here on the stand. 
In two or three instances the defendant 
said that if the state would put up certain 
witnesses, calling them by names, they 
would corroborate my statemént. 
Dunson’s Real Offense. 

After Cooper’s statement the state of- 

fered J. C. Roper in rebuttal. This ws 
objected to by Colon#l* Watson. The ob- 
tection was overruled, ana C. T. Hender- 
son was put up in place of Mr. Roper. He 
sald: 
“Last May or June Douglas Cooper was 
at my store on the east side.of the square. 
Cooper said to me that Claude had not 
treated him right over at Roper’s store. 
He said Claude had approached him 
roughly. Cooper said if Claude ever cross- 
ed his path he would kill him if he died 
and went to hell the next minute.”’ 

On the cross examination the witness 
testified that he is now clerking for Dun- 
son Bros. 

Colonel Watson asked the witness: 

“Are you not engaged to be married to 
the sister of the deceased?” 

The witness objected to this question, 
but finally admitted he was. 

‘“‘Douglas Cooper told me,’’ continued the 
witness, “‘that Claude attempted to kiss 
his (Cooper's) wife before they were mar- 
riea one night up near the cemetery as he 
(Dunson) was escorting her home; that she 
threatened to scream, and Claude desisted.”’ 

On the redirect, witness said that Cooper 
said the offense had been forgiven by his 
father-in-law, Mr. Reid, and his family, 
but that he, Cooper, had not forgiven 
him. Dunson was invited and attended 
the marriage of Douglass Cooper to Miss 
Reid just one year before the killing. 


F. | Dickinson said: 
“ast year, some time between the 13th 
of May and the 15th or 16th of June, one 
night here in the court yard, I met Cooper 
who, at the time, was under the influence 
of whisky. He said he was looking for 
Claude Dunson; that Claude had done him 
a great wrong, and he intended to have 
satisfaction whenever the opportunity pre- 
sented itself. He said that Cooper told 
him of Dunson’s trying to kiss his wife 
before they were married.”’ 

B. C. Ferrell, Jr., said: 

“One night last May or June about 11 
o'clock I was coming across the court 
yard and saw Wade McCain and Douglass 
Cooper. Cooper was drunk, and I told Mc- 
Cain to carry him over to my drug store 
and sober him. Cooper said if he could 
find Claude Dunson he would kill him. He 
said Dunson had insulted h‘s wife one 
night before they were married.” 

Here the defendant made another state- 
ment saying that when he learned of Dun- 
son's attempting to Kiss his wife just a 
few weeks before they were married, he 
felt greatly outraged and did make 
threats, but that afterwards he prayed 
over the matter and went to his pastor. 
who prayed for him, and he freely for- 
gave Claude and again loved him as dear- 
ly as he did formerly. ~The defendant told 
of several instances golng to show of the 
friendship that existed betwen him and 
the deceased. 

Court took a recess until morning. There 
will be four speeches, two on each side, 
the defense having the conelusion.

THREE WIRE FENCES DESTROYED 


Alabama Farmers Are Harrassed by a 
Lawless Crowd. 

Huntsville, Ala., May 11.—(Special.)—Re- 
ports from the vicinity of Madison Cross 
Roads, in the northwestern part of Madison 
county, tell that the farmers in that lo- 
cality who have taken. advantage of the 
economy provided for by the three-wire 
fence law have suffered frequently during 
the past few weeks by having their fences 
pulled down and entirely destroyed. 

These acts of lawlessness are performed 
by hitherto reputable citizens, who have 
taken exception to the new three-wire 
fence law. They desire every man to keep 
his fence run with seven wires so that 
hogs, sheep, etce., may run at large. 

The depredations wpon the fences have 
invariably been committedein the dead of 
night, and it appears that there is an 
organized force to do the work. The fences 
so far have been effectually destroyed be- 
yond hope of repair. Between each post 
the wires are each cut at least twice and 
every post is mutilated or destroyed. 

One farmer was awakened during the 
night by hearing a noise on his farm. He 
found a half dozen men busily engaged in 
tearing down his fence and opened fire 
upon them. They returned the fire and 
a short battle ensued, ‘phe men were 
driven off, but they returned the next 
night to the number Of twenty and com- 
pleted the work. of destruction. Warning 
has been given that all persons who at- 
tempt to inclose their farms with a three- 
wire fence will suffer by having such 
fence torn down. 

The law-abiding farmers have armed 
themselves and will protect their property 
from such outrages.

Report Tells of Cuban Mayor Not Al- 
lowing Use of Cipher Dispatches. 
Matter Is Not Settled. 


Washington. May 11.—The president today 
sent to the senate a report by the secretary 
of state containing the estate department’s 
translation of the letters written by General 
Gomez, of the Cuban army, to President 
Cleveland in February last, appealing for 
the sympathy and support of this country. 

The letters are the same which were pub- 
lished six weeks or two months ago, differ- 
ing only on account of the fact that the 
translations were evidently made by differ- 
ent persons. 

In the same communications he takes up 
the report that the Cuban authorities have 
refused to permit the consul of the Unitea 
States at Sagua la Grande to communicate, 
with Consul General Lee at Havana by 
means of cipher dispatches. 

He says the consul did receive such pro- 
hibition from the mayor of Sagua la Grande 
but that the mayor Was promptly repri- 
manded upon a protest by General Lee by 
the governor general. 

A copy of the governor general's letter ts 
translated. He says the mayor misinter- 
preted his instructidns not to allow person- 
al cipher dispatches to be sent without 
seeing the code used, but that in order to 
avoid a repetition of such acts he has or- 
dered that the “‘mayor be severely repri- 
manded, and that the governors and may- 
ors hereafter be instructed not to obstruct 
official te'egrams addressed to United States 
commercial agents or consuls on this is- 
land and their superiors or inferiors.”’ 

The secretary says this terminated the 
incident, and fhat since this occurrence 
neither the department or the United States 
consuls in Cuba have experienced any diffi- 
culty in the matter of the telegraphic cor- 
respondence.

Havana, May 11.—General Calixto Ruts 
on entering LaRiforma found the insur- 
gent cavalry drawn up in waiting. He 
charged them and they retired in confus- 
fon to the San Fernando hill. where their 
infantry was in ambuseade.

COPS T0 RIDE BIKES | 


Two Patrolmen To Be Pat on Wheels To 
Tackle the Scorchers. 


A FIN DE SIECLE EXPERIMENT 


Peachtree and South Pryor To Be Pa- 
trolled by Policemen on 
Bicycles. 


In a few days there will probably be two 
patrolmen riding bicycles in Atlanta. As 
Stated in yesterday's Constitution, the po- 
lice board decided to let the chief of po- 
lice and the chairman of the board select 
two men and place them on wheels as a 
sort ot an experiment, or as it might be 
put, ‘just for a fiiler.’’ 

The “biked policemen’’ will be tried with 
scorchers. They will be placed on Peach- 
tree and South Pryor streets where the 
bicyclists will not desist from scorching 
down the steep grades, much to the har- 
rassment of pedestrians. It has been a 
long cherished dream of the police depart- 
ment to wipe out scorching on these two 
thoroughfares, and while much has been 
done to lessen the evil, there is still too 
much scorching to suit the ideas of the 
police commissioners on bicycling. 

At the meeting of the police commission- 
ers (Monday night Captain Brotherton re- 
marked that he had seen bicyclists rolling 
down the hills on Pryor at the rate of 
fifteen miles @n hour. 

“Fifteen miles an hour,”’ exclaimed the 
mayor, “that’s no speed on a wheel. You 
had better say thirty miles an hour. Iv 
would sound more like it.’’ 

Mr. Patterson stated for the ‘“‘informa- 
tion of the board” that the policemen 
would be trained how to ride free of charge 
by one of the bicycle agencies in the city. 

“I move that the commissioners all learn 
how to ride,’’ said Mr. Johnson. 

‘We will if Captain Brotherton will learn 
first,’’ replied Mr. Patterson. 

Captain Manly was asked if any of the 
police knew how to ride, and he stated that 
there were two of the men who could ride 
and had wheels of their own. 

This seemed to please the commissioners 
immensely, as the appropriation for the po- 
lice department is still betow low watcr 
mark. In other words, this wheel of the 
city machinery was financially puncturea 
by the recent reform movement, an? any-~ 
thing which isn’t to cost money is regara-~ 
ed as a sort of official snap. So it as 
agreed for to men to try their heels for 
the city government. 

If It Proves Successful. 

If the experiment proves beneficial to the 
interests of the city, more patrolmen wilh 
be put on whels, and it may not be long 
before there will be a regular bicycle bri- 
gadé of police officers, and a successfui 
chase on a wheel after a thief will be one 
of Atlanta’s fin de siecle enterprises. 

A shrewd officer suggests that if the po 
licemen go to riding bicycles the burglars, 
footpads and petty thieves will go to ria- 
ing also. To prevent this it may become 
necessary to pass a law prohibiting any 
one from selling a wheel to suspicious char- 
acters. All purchasers of wheels may be 
called upon to make a showing as to their 
—— and moral standing in the commu- 
nity. 

ca the meantime the people of Atlanta 
will keep an anxious eye on the two pa- 
trolmen who will parade Peachtree ana 
Proyor street every day on bikes.

Stoney, in his declaration, set up that 
he had taken the contract to build, the road 
in 1888 at $5,000 per mile, and that when 
he had built a small portion of it he de- 
manded his money, as per contract, and 
that as it was not forthcoming, he aban- 
daoned the work. 

He claimed $1,951 for work actually done, 
and other incidental expense and damages 
which ran the amount claimed up to $25,000, 
Claiming $25,000 of that amount as dam- 
ages sustained in the failure of the com- 
pany to carry out the contract. The case 
‘was ably conducted on both sides and in 
his charge to the jury Judge Speer was 
favorable toward the claim of Stoney for 
the recovery of the amount sued for as 
due him for work. 

The case went to the jury at 2 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon, and as the members 
could not readily agree on a verdict, they 
remained in the courtrvom all night. They 
had the privilege of going to a hotel, but 
some of them would not consent to that 
on the score of expense, sv the entire jury 
slept on the floor in the fury room. 

This morning they asked Judge Speer 
to recharge them on certain points of evi- 
dence and law, and soon afterwards 
brought in the verdict in favor of Stoney. 

The interest will run the amount up to 
about $3,100. The next question will be the 
. finding of the assets of the company. 

The voucher on which the suit was 
brought was indorsed by tetson, the 
president of the road, but when presented 
to Treasurer Lewis it was not paid. Since 
that time the latter has aied.

It was also demonstrated that the brick, 
if burned here, would cost less than one- 
third what they would cost if purchased 
abroad and shipped here. The council] was 
highly gratified at the result. 

This afternoon a still further test was 
made at Crockett’s foundry in the same 
way that all bricks of a similar nature are 
tested, and they stood the test to the fat- 
isfaction of all who were present. It iooks 
now as if Macon streets will be paved with 
home-made material of a superior quality. 

A Big Damage Suit.

Negro Arrested in Florida for a Mur- 
der Committed in 1881. 

Macon, Ga., May 11.—(Special.)—This ev- 
ening Sheriff English, of Washington coun- 
tv, arrived in’ Macon with Bob Jenkins, 
a negro, whom he had apprehended at 
Watertown, Fla., and who is wanted for a 
murder committed sixteen years ago. 

At that time Jenkins was at work on a 
farm with another negro named Tom Ad- 
kins and the two fell out about a woman. 

Jenkins now claims that he acted in self 
defense, but, at any rate, he killed Adkins, 
cutting his throat and almost severing his 
head from his body. He fled and has not 
been heard from up to a few days ago.

SAYS SO IN A LETTER TO MACON 


Prisoner Weeps When He Is Informed 
That Nothing Can Be Done for Him. 


MACON FOOTPADS GET IN THEIR WORK 


Mercer Honors Are Awarded to Stu- 
dents—News from the Central® : 
City. 


Constitution Bureau, Brown House, Ma- 
con, Ga., May 11.—(Special.)—Governor At- 
kinson has written a letter to the friends 
of Tom Allen stating that he-cannot re- 
open the case unless new evidence is dis- 
covered. 

Some of the zealous friends of the con- 
demned man wrote to the governor asking 
him to reopen the case and give Allen 
another chance for his life. 

This the goyernor firmly declined to do 
in his letter in reply. 

This seals Allen’s fate, and it looks very 
much as if the last hope had fled and that 
Tom Allen must expiate his crime on the 
gallows June 4th. 

Allen is a magnificent specimen of man- 
hood, in superb health, six feet tall and 
weighs over 200 pounds. His jet black 
eyes and his dark hair and moustache set 
off his handsome features. 

-He fully realizes the extremity which 
his case has reached, and the tears gather 
in his eyes as he talks about his approach- 
ing doom. 

“It was whisky, only whisky,’’ he said 
today as he talked about the governor's 
letter. “I am to®dlly unconscious of hav- 
ing committed the deed for which I have 
been sentenced to hang. That is why it 
geems so hard to die when the dee@ was 
done under such circumstances. Had I 
not been crazed with liquor I would never 
have committed the crime. 

Today a monster petition is being circu- 
lated asking Governor Atkinson to com- 
mute the sentence of Tom Allen to life im- 
prisonment. The date of Allen’s excution 
has been set for June 4th, but his friends 
and sympathizers will leave nothing un- 
done to secure a commutation of the sen- 
tence. 

Many of the most prominent business 
and professional men in Macon have 
signed the petition, and it will be forward- 
ed to the governor some time 
about the first of the month, 
notwithstanding his letter received today. 

The Railroad Situation in Macon. 

The Macon bureau is reliably informed 
that those who are pushing the fight on 
the Southern are only awaiting the result 
of the negotiations between the Southern 
and the Nashville, Chattanooga and St. 
Louis people in regard to the lease of the 
Georgia road. 

If the Southern secures the lease of that 
property, then the fight will be sprung. 
That is, provided the necessary support 
can be gained. 

Those who are pushing the fight want 
ten business men to sign up the articles 
of complaint against the Southern so-called 
monopoly, and they have secured seven of 
the number. 

They are endeavoring to raise a fund to 
push the case jn the courts, and if the 
Southern makes the deal for the Georgia, 
they will institute proceedings at once to 
have restored the famous decision of Judge 
Emory Speer against consolidation. 

The Georgia road had a branch from 
here to Cama, and the movers in the mat- 
ter will set up that the Southern has com- 
pletely bottled the city of Macon, and that 
the result is consolidation inimical to the 
best interests of the city commercially. 

They will claim that it is a violation of 
law, and will seek to destroy the combi- 
nations of the Southern and to break up 
the consolidation. 

There is no doubt that they have se- 
cured the co-operation of some of the lead- 
ing. business men of Macon, but they have 
not, as yet, been enabled to induce the re- 
quisite number to join in the movement.

be @ fight to the finish.

Merchants Must Grin and Bear the 
Rate Laid by Companies. . 


IT 1S TWICE THE AMOUNT ONCE PAID 


It Was Formerly 75 Cents on the 
Thousand Dollars, but It Has 
Been Gradually Increased. 


Constitution Bureau, Brown House, Ma- 
con, Ga., May 11.—Special.)—The price of 
insurance on goods in stock has been raised 
from $1.10 on the thousand to $1.50. 

This is double the rate that was former- 
ly charged. The original rate of insurance 
on goods in stock was 75 cents per thous- 
and, but it was raised first to $1 and then 
$1.10 and now it has gone up to just dou- 
ble the original rate. 

Lack of Water Power. 

The chaim of the insurance expert, who 
has been investigating matters pertaining 
to the business here, is that there i# not 
sufficient water to guarantee such protec- 
tion as wifl admit of a continuance of the 
old rate. 

Sam Weichselbaum, a wholes:uile liquor 
merchant, was discussing the matter this 
morning and remarked that chere was no 
relief as the decision of the expert is final 
and the insurance companies act in ac- 
cordance with his reports. ° 

“I am o nthe ground floor,”’ said he, “and 
have two wide doorways through which 
I could move my stock in case of fire, and 
besides, there are two water plugs near 
my place of business and yet I am forced 
to pay twice as much as was formerly fre- 
quired. I think it is an ovutrage on the 
business men of Mac)1, but we cannot 
help ourselves.’’ 

To the outsider the Macon waterworks 
system seems to be about as good as that 
of any city in the state, and the fire de- 
partment is thoroughly equipped and 
prompt in extinguishing fires. 

But in the eyes of the insurance men it 
is different, and the consequence is that 
there is a general and vigorous kick on the 
part of those who consider the charges 
extortionate, although they are unable 
to help themselves in the matter.

Cunningham Keeps Cool and Expresses 
His Opinion About the Officer. 


THE HAT MARK DOESN’T WORRY HIM 


A Rumor That the “Other Fellow” Is 
a Society High Flyer—Some De- 
velopments Expected Today. 


The detectives have been making every 
effort possible to discover the other man 
whom they believe was associated with 
Cunningham when the attempt was made 
to rob Stanford.

Yesterday morning a young man called 
to see Acting Chief of Police Manly. The 
acting chief’s visitor took a seat and re- 
marked quietly: 

“T understood that some of your detec- 
tives wished to see me.” 

“What about?” asked the acting chief. 

47 have been told,” was the reply, “that 
they wished to ask me some questions re- 
garding the attempt to rob a man named 
Stanford.”’ 

When the young man gave his name 
Acting Chief Manly remembered that the 
detectives were inquiring for such a per- 
son and he conducted his visitor to the 
office of the captain of detectives. 

Captain Slaughter and Detective Green 
Conn, who had been working on the high- 
way robbery case, held a long consultation 
with the acting chief’s visitor behind closed 
doors. Finally the young man came out 
and was allowed to départ. 

Just what all of this meant is hard to 
guess, as the city detectives are keeping 
very mum about the case; but it is thought 
that the man who called yesterday morn- 
ing is an old roommate of Cunningham’s, 
and he may have given the officers some 
very valuable information. It is said, how- 
ever, that he was suspected himself, but 
after he had made a statement to the de- 
tectives he was permitted to go free. 

This was all there was yesterday in the 
nature of anything like a new develop- 
ment in the remarkable case. 

Cunningham Keeps Cool. 

In the meantime Frederick Jackson Cun- 
ningham is keeping perfectly cool in the 
Fulton county jail. He seems to regard 
his arrest more in the light of a huge 
joke than anything else. 

In speaking of his case he said: ~ 

“IT will wait for those smart detectives 
to show their hand. Knowing as I do that 
I am perfectly innocent, I have no fear of 
the outcome of the case. But I do think 
that it is hard for an innocent man who 
has been held up by footpads to be kept 
in jail with a bullet hole through his body. 
Don’t you think the smart detectives ought 
to try to tind the robber who attacked 
me rather than saddle another robbery on 
me? But I will just be patient. 

‘“As I told you yesterday, the hat mark 
is mine and I have so stated to the smart 
detectives. I have nothing to conceal and 
will show up the hat mark business all 
right when the time comes for me to do s0.’’ 


Who Was the Other Man? 

The detectives are busy trying to locate 
the other man whom they believe to be 
implicated in the attempted robbery of 
Stanford. 

It has leaked out in police circles that 
the officers know who he is and that he 
is a young man Delonging to one of the 
most respectable families in the city. 

“If he is arrested,” said a policeman 
yesterday afternoon, ‘‘there will be a very 
lively sensation, for the man suspected is 
mighty near up to the top notch socially; 
that is, his people are. He has been one 
of the high fliers, and he was simply des- 
perate in his need of money and had to 
have it somehow. You see, it was a well 
known fact that the merchant, Stanford, 
sometimes carriedhome with him from his 
store quite a sum of money and it was 
this that the robbers were after Saturday 
nignt.”’

KLINE SUES FOR $5,000. 


Alabama Street Tailor Wants Big 
Damages. 

The $5,000 damage suit filed by Charles E. 
Kline, the Alabama street tailor, was taken 
up yesterday morning in the first division 
of the city court before Judge Reid, and 
the defendant in the case, the Atlanta Con- 
solidated Street Railway Company, will 
begin the introducticn of testimony this 
morning when court convenes. 

Kline alleges that he was seriously in- 
jured in a headend collision between the 
Ormond street car and the car that runs 
from the city to Decatur. The accident 
occurred October 11, 189%, the morning of 
the big Wellhouse factory fire. On account 
of the fire the Decatur car was compelled 
to reach the city by coming down East 
Hunter street, and the accident occurred 
just in front of the courthouse. 

The cars went together, so the evidence 
for the plaintiff shows, with terrific force, 
breaking in the dashboard and injuring 
Kline so that he was confined to his bed 
for five months. He testified that a lady 
who was a passenger was thrown from the 
ear, breaking her jaw bone and otherwise 
injuring her. The company is represented 
by Payne & Tye, and the plaintiff by Ar- 
nold & Arnold. 

The company claims that the shock from 
the collision was not as great as the other 
side charges, and it further takes the 
position that the accident was unavoidable, 
while the plaintiff claims the accident was 
the result of negligence and carelessness 
on the part of-the motormen of both é¢ars. 

The case will probably be concluded to- 
day, as the evidence for the plaintiff is 
all in and the testimony for the defense 
will be introduced this morning. Then will 
come argument and the charge of the 
judge, and the case wh? doubtless go to the 
jury by noon,

Police Officers Make Him Leave—An- 
other Chapter in a Big Negro 
Church Row. 


There was more trouble in the Mt. Zion 
Baptist church last night. 

The ohurch held another “conference,” 
and Hiram O'Neal, about whom the recent 
difficulty! arose, was present, and when the 
members saw him there they decided to 
have him ejected. 

Two police officers, Patrolmen Moon and 
Doyal, were at the church dqdoor, or some- 
where near the place, and when the meet- 
ting was about to be called to order, they 
went into the church at the request of 
same of the deacons, and invited O'Neal 
to withdraw, which he did under protest. 

O'Neal made a bee line to the police bar- 
racks and reported the matter to the cap- 
tain in charge. The captain declined to 
interfere in his behalf, and O’Neal had<«to 
content himself with making a statement 
to a representative of The Constitution. 

“I just want you to inquire,’’ said O’Nea) 
to the reporter, ‘‘what right a police officer 
has t go into a chruch and put out a man 
who is there behaving himself. I wae sit- 
ting in the church and wasn't doing a thing 
to anybody, and the next thing I knew a 
policeman came in and told me I had to 
leave. I did so, I came to the police bar- 
racks and they have refused to see that 1 
get justice.’’ 

O’Neal insists that he merely went to 
the church to see that proper action was 
taken about his case, and that no officer 
ha@ a right to interfere with him. _ 

O’Neal was turned out of the church 
for accusing some of the deacons of mis- 
appropriating the funds of the church. 


HIT WITH A BILLIE. 


A Police Officer Uses His Club in Mak- 
ing an Arrest.

Councilmen Study the Life Saving Devices 
on Trolley Cars. 


WOODWARD’S WAS THE BEST 


Baltimore and Providence Attach- 
ments Did Not Answer. 


MORE TESTS MAY HAVE TO BE MADE 


The Consolidated’s Fender Has Some 
Good Points and It May Be 
Adopted After More Tests. 


The committee on electric and other 
railways of city council went out to the 
Consolidated plant yesterday afternoon as 
the guest of Vice President Wcodruff for 
the inspection of the fender which tnat 
compuny wishes to adopt on their cars. 

Three kinds of fenders were examined, 
one similar to those used in Baltimore, 
another which is used 
large cities of the north and a third devis- 
ed by Mr. Thomas Elliott, the chief en- 
gineer of the Consolidated. 

Practical tests were made, different ob- 
jects being substituted for bodies, but 
only one of the three devices wcrked with 
any satisfaction to the committee. This 
was the one proposed by the Consolidated. 
No formal action was taken yesterday af- 
ternoon, but Chairman Rice will call a 
special meeting in a few days for the con- 
sideration of this topic, when President 
Hurt will produce arguments to show that 
a successful fender has never been invent- 
ed, and that if the Woodward ordinance 
is passed the fender proposed by the Con- 
solidated should be adopted in preference 
to all others. 

While the committee decided that the 
Consolidated fender was probably the most 
practical exhibited: yesterday afternoon, 
the committeemen do not seem enthusias- 
tic over its adoption. Chairman Rice is 
inclined to think there are more successful 
life savers on’the market, and there wit 
probably be a full investigation of all pat- 
ents before any action is taken. 

It is the desire of the Consolidated to 
place its own fenders on its cars, but the 
company realizes that ft would not be ex- 
pedient to do so without the consent of 
the council committee, the members of 
which seem to be unanimously in favor 
of fenders, but in passing any ordinance on 
the subject will have to prescribe just 
what fender shall be used. This, of course, 


is a very difficult problem and will take 


much careful consideratioa, especially as 
the committeemen are not expert railway 
men, 
Went in a Special Car. 

The committee left tae chamber of com- 
merce at 3:30 o'clock in a special car, 
There were present Messrs. Peters, Mad- 
dox, Rice, Woodward and Hon. John 8B. 
Goodwin, the attorney for the Consolidated; 
Vice President Woodruff, Superintendent 
Hurt, Treasurer Will Glenn and a repre- 
sentative of The Constitution.

A Little Girl Secures Her Father’s Re- 
lease and Goes Away with Tears 
in Her Eyes. 


Yesterday afternoon when Recorder Cal- 
houn adjourned his court he found waiting 
for him outside the courtroom a young 
girl with a pretty face. She was neatly 


dressed in black. 

“If you please, sir,” she said in a fright- 
ened sort of a way, “‘my father is in the 
stockade and I have come to ask you to 
let him out.” 

The little girl said her name was Ella 
Bowen, and her father, William Bowen, 
had been sentenced to the stockade several 
days ago for fighting Police Officer Luck. 
His sentence was thirty days and he had 
been in the stockade three weeks. 

The recorder went to his desk and wrote 
a note to the mayor asking that Bowen 
be pardoned. 

The child explained that she had a little 
brother and sister at home and they were 
in need of something to eat, and if their 
father did not get out and go to work they 
might starve. 

‘“‘My father works and takes care of us,”’ 
she said, ‘‘but sometimes he drinks too 
much. He is good to us when he is not 
drinking.’’ 

She thanked the recorder for releasing 
her father, and when she went out of his 
office her eyes were filled with tears. 


BAPTIST DELEGATES RETURN. 


Baptists Are Coming from Their Con- 
vention in Wilmington. ; 

The Atlanta delegates to the Southern 
Baptist convention at Wilmington have re- 
turned to the city, and are detailing 
pleasant reminiscences of their visit to 
the North Carolina town. 

Some of the delegates came in Monday 
night, but the majority reached the city on 
the Seaboard train at 2:50 o’clock yesterday 
afternoon, and the Southern train at 3:% 
o'clock.

They say that Dr, Eaton 
wanted to be madé president of the South- 
ern Baptist Theological seminary, and be 
cause the friends of Dr. Whitsett gave the 
latter minister that honor, Dr. Eaton does 
not entertain the kindest of feelings toward 
Dr. Whitsett. 

Dr. Eaton is pastor of the largest city 
in the United States, and possibly in the 
world. We has a large following, but they 
did not stand by him tn his charges agains. 
Dr. Whitsett. 

The delegates are all pleased with the 
work. done by the convention. They think 
the reports were better than were ever 
made before, and all expressed themselves 
as thinking that the Baptists of the south 
were rapidly increasing in strength.

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WORK 10 BE DONE. 
BY POLICE MATRON 


Miss Holloway Talks of Her Position as 
Matron at the Barracks. 


THE UNFORTUNATE FEMALES 


Will Be Looked After and Efforts 
Made To Reform Them. 


SHELTERING ARMS MADE THE FIRST MOVE 


It Will Act in Co-Operation with the 
Reformation Work at the Police 
Barracks—A Needed Work. 


In a few days the matron will be in- 
Stalled at the police barracks, and there 
will be an entirely new feature in the ad- 
ministration of police matters in the city. 
As stated in The Constitution yesterday 
morning, the police board acceded to the 
request of the ladies of the Sheltering 
Arms to allow a matron to be placed at 
the barracks for the purpose of looking 
after white female prisoners. 

Miss Sue Holloway, a woman who has 
long been identified with reformatory work 


r In. Atlanta, will be the barracks matron. 


A room will be especially fitted up for her 
at the barracks by the police department, 
and as soon as the apartment is ready she 
will take charge 

A representative of The Constitution call- 
ed at the Sheltering Arms on Marietta. 
street yesterday morning and talked with 
Miss Holloway about her proposed work 
at the barracks. She said it was not her 
intention to interfere in any way with 
the administration of justice, but she would 
only look after such women and giris 
taken to. the barracks who might be in- 
duced to lead better lives. 

Miss Holloway’s Work. 

“I know there are many women and 
young girls,”’ she said “who can be re- 
claimed and who are etther taken to the 
police barracks under arrest or are held 
temporarily pending an investigation of 
their characters. A great work has been 
done in many large cities in reclaiming 
women who have been taken in charge by 
the police authorities, and the same good 
work can be done in Atlanta. I read the 
other day of a case about a woman who 
was known as ‘Old Sal,’ and she was rep- 
resented to be the hardest female criminal] 
in the city. A lady called to see her and 
convinced her she was her friend, and it 
was not long before the old woman was 
reformed, and is now leading a good life. 
This is only one of many such cases, and 
it will not be hard to find many such in 
this city. I feel that I will have the hearty 
co-operation of the police authorities, and 
I am convinced that I can do a much- 
needed work.” 

Miss Holloway has been engaged in thie 
line of work in Atlanta for nearly fifteen 
years, and she has been the instrument 
of reclaiming many poor outcasts. 

About the Sheltering Arms. 

The Sheltering Arms was organized last 
October, and its headquarters is now at 
the corner of Marietta and Foundry streets. 
There are two young women in the home 
at the present time. It is a sort of tempo- 
rary refuge for young girls who have 
gone astray, and after they have promised 
to lead better lives they are either sent to 
the Florence Crittenton home or secured 
positions where they can earn an honest 
living. 

Nearly every week some young girl who 
has run away from home, or some poor 
woman who has sunk into vice and degra- 
dation are taken to the police barracks. 
Hitherto the chief of- police has looked 
after such cases the best he could, and in 
many instances has called the charitably 
disposed ladies of Atlanta to his aid. Such, 
work will hereafter be under the supervis- 
ion of Miss Holloway, the barracks ma- 
tron. She will divide her time between the 
Sheltering Arms and the barracks, and the 
work at the two places will be conducted 
together. 

If it is deemed advisable, the fines of 
some poor women prisoners will be paid, 
and in this way the work of reforming 
them will be commenced. 

The police authorities belleve there is a 
good field for such work as the matron 
proposes to do, and she will have their as- 
sistance and most nearty co-operation,

The Committee Makes a Report. 

When the meeting was called to order, 
President Gress was in the chair. The 
first business was to hear the report of 
the committee appointed to inquire into 
the affairs of the bank. 

Mr. John Oliver, chairman of the com- 
mittee, stated that he end his co-laborers 
had not had sufficient time to prepare 
anything but a verba: report. He stated 
further that the committee had not had 
time to investigate fully into the condi- 
tion of affairs, but that they had been 
shown a greater part ui the assets and 
found most of them to be very valuable 
and in such condition that they could be 
readily realized on. There was a small 
portion of comparativesy worthless paper, 
but not much. 

Mr. Oliver stated that while the commit- 
tee had not made a satisfactory examina- 
tion, they had discovered that the assets 
were much more valuable than had first 
been suspected. Said he: 

“There is about $27,700 owing by the 
bank. This amount can be collected in a 
short time and then all that we get after 
that can be used in paying off the stock- 
holders. An inspection of the assets, to be 
entirely satisfactory, would take thirty 
days."’ 

Mr. Glover Makes a Statement. 

Mr. T. W. Glover, wno asked so many 
pointed questions at Monday’s meeting, 
and who seemed disposed to blame Fresi- 
dent Gress with the affair, took the floor 
and made a statement which he thought 
was due Mr. Gress. : 

“When I came here yesterday,”’ said he, 
“I was loaded up to the hub and felt like 
everything had been looted and our funds 
dissipated. I now find that things are in 
a much better condition than we were at 
first led to suppose. In justice to Mr. 
Gress I will say that in looking over the 
bank’s -paper we found only ome transac- 
tion in which he was in any way con- 
nected. I don’t think Mr. Gress was in 
any way responsible for the present state 
of things and think he was simply im- 
posed on like the rest of us have been. 

“I frankly admit that when I came here 
yesterday I did not rnink he had acted 
exactly right. But I suy now that I be- 
Iteve all his actions have been honest and 
upright. Possibly he has been negligent, 
like the other officers, but has done every- 
thing with honorable intentions. The 
truth of the whole business is that we 
put too much confidence in our friend, Mr. 
Cassin.”’ 

Mr. Glover added that his statement ap-

A rousing vote of tnanks was tendered 
the committee. 

Mr. Gress Has a Word. 

Mr. Gress himself made a statement, ex- 
plaining his position. He said: 

“In regard to myself and Mr. Cassin I 
will say that I am interested in this come 
pany to a very large <xtent and could 
have made myself safe had I so desired. 
Before this business cams up Cassin wired 
for me to come to Atlenta. I came and 
he told me that as I had been very kind 
to him on many occasions he wanted to 
make everything he had over to me and 
asked me to have some good attorney 
draw up the necessary papers. I answered 
that I did not want any attorney or one 
dollar of his stuff. You won't find one man 
in a hundred who, when they knew a crash 
was coming, would not have grabbed at 
this $20,000, which, by the way, has since 
been made over to the bank.’’ 

“Did he owe you that money, Mr. Gress?’ 
asked a stockholder. 

“No, he did not.’’ 

“Then why should he want to make any- 
thing over to you?” 

‘I have just made this statement to show 
what did happen,” answered Mr. Gress, 
“Every dollar I have got I worked for 
it honestly, for if I can’t make them that 
way, I don’t want them.” 


Mr. Gress's statement seemed to satisfy 
every one present. 

The resignations of the old officers and 
directors, among the batch being the re- 
signation of Harry Cassin, were accepted 
as a whole and .a committee appointed to 
prepare a list of new directors. 

To Fight a Receivership. 

While the committee was out Judge 
Dorsey introduced the following resolution, 
which was unanimously adopted. The 
third paragraph was auded by another 
stockholder:

In making the report of the directory 
committee, Mr. Albert Howell, chairman, 
said that it had been the endeavor of 
the committee to select the very best men 
possible. That he knew many of them 
would not care to serve, but must be pre- 
vailed on to do so. He added: 

“We need good men to steer our boat 
through the troublesome Iitigation we are 
about to face. Not one of the men we 
have named owe the bank a penny as far 
as we can learn,” 

The Hst was read as follows: John Oll- 
ver, T. W. Glover, Elijah A. Brown, H. 
T. Philipps, C. Z. Blalock, George H. 
Purvis, W. F. Parkhurst, Clark Howell 
and T. A. Lester. 

Mr. Blalock was objected to on account 
of his being a lawyer and J. E. Maddox 
was named in his placa The stockholders 
stated that it was agreed that no lawyers 
should. be officers. 

Objection was made to Mr. Purvis on 
account of some misunderstanding of the 
books, which, seemingly, failed to show 
that he was a stockholder. Mr. George P. 
Howard was named in his stead. Mr. Gress 
objected to Mr. Howard and gave as his 
reason for so doing that the gentleman did 
not own enough stock. After considerable 
discussion Mr. Alonzo Richardson was final- 
ly agreed on. 

The list of directors as amended was 
elected as a whole, it being unanimously 
agreed that the secretary should cast the 
ballot for all the stockholders. 

As to Cassin’s Rights. - 

The question of Harry Cassin’s communi- 
cation, wherein it was alleged that he had 
been denied access to the books of the 
company and thereby prevented from get- 
ting up a defense was then taken up. Mr. 
Arrowood thought that Cassin should be 
allowed all the privileges possible. That 
nothing had been said or done in the meet- 
ing to show that the ex-casghier had stol- 
en anything, and that he should be given 
the chance of proving his innocence. 

This led Mr. W. ©. Jones to remark: “I 
think he should be g:ven just what belongs 
to him and not auy more. He has got 
enough of our things already.’’ 

The matter was left for the directors to 
dispose of. The meeting then adjourned 
until the third Wednesday in June, when it 
is hoped the court troubles will be over 
and the plan of liquidation in running or- 


der. 

The directors organized after the meeting 
by the election of John Oliver as president, 
T. W. Glover, of Marietta, as vice pres- 
dent; Alonzo Richardson as secretary and 
acting casliier. 

Messrs Dorsey, Brewster & Howell were 
unanimously elected as attorneys to con- 
duct such court proceedings as might be 
necessary and to appear before Judge 
Lumpkin today in opposition to the appli- 
cation for a receivership. 

The election of all officers of the com- 
pany was made but temporary—the work 
of permanent organization to be deferred 
until after the action of Judge Lumpkin, 
in order that it may be seen whether the 
stockholders will be permitted to wind up 
the affairs of the company, as they unan- 
imously desire to do, or whether the court 
will take the matter in hand.

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Members of Active Company 
Charge Conspiracy, 


THEIR REPLY 1S. RED. HOT 


Say Captain Burke Is the Direct Cause 
of the Court Pelltion, 


DENY THE WECESSITY OF A RECEIVER 


Answer to the Petition for Receiver 
Has Been Drawn Up and Will 
Probably Be Placed on Rec- 
ord Today—Hearing in 
a Hew Days. 


The answer to the application for receiver 
for the Gate City Guard has been drawn 
up by Attorneys Arnold & Arnold and 
King & Anderson and will probably be 
placed on record in the clerk’s office this 
afternoon. 

The answer, while full and elaborate on 
all points at issue, is devoted mainly to a 
review of the organization of the company, 
especially that part of the time in which 
Captain Joseph F’. Burke was in command 
and later on when he was president of the 
board of trustees. 

The case comes up for a hearing before 
Judge Beck next week, and while the 
answer contains a complete denial to 
most of the charges, it is said that the 
true facts of the case and the direct causes 
of the rupture will not be known until 
argument is made, when the attorneys in 
the case will go to the bottom of the 
facts and give the details which led up to 
the friction. 

It is charged in the answer which has 
been prepared that the situation, as it is 
today, is the result of a scheme on the 
part of Captain J. F. Burke to gain pos- 
session of the armory and the personal 
effects of the organization. 

It is denied in the answer that the plain- 
tiffs in the original bill asking for a re- 
ceiver contributed solely to the building 
fund through which the armory was se- 
cured. The property, or rather one-half of 
the lot, was purchased from Mrs. F. L. 
Cotting, who was the mother-in-law of 
Captain Burke. The money she received 
from the company was raised by a fair. 

An allegation in the answer is that Cap- 
tain Burke has repeatedly endeavored to 
secure the ownership of the armory and 
that he has by various devices sought to 
influence the company to abandon the 
present site and build an armory at the 
exposition grounds. Other charges are 
made against the ex-officer, and he is said 
to have been at the bottom of the action 
taken in the courts. 

It is alleged that the active company has 
the right and title to the property and that 
no receiver is necessary, as financial mat- 
ters pertaining to the company were mov- 
ing along nicely until the old Guard took 
occasion to interfere with the condition of 
things. 


"These defendants are informed,” states 
the answer, ‘‘and so believe and charge 
that the present action on the part of the 
plaintiffs in this petition is inspired by one 
of their number, namely, Joseph F. Burke, 
and that the same would not have been 
brought had it not have been suggested 
and urged by him. 

“That he, the said Burke, has been con- 
nected with said company as its command- 
ing officer several times in its history, and 
in each case his connection therewith has 
ended at the request of its members under 
circumstances causing strained relations 
with the company and as the direct result 
of strife and bitterness engendered and fos- 
tered by him.’’ 


Place Responsibility Upon. 

The responsibility of the rupture in the 
ranks of the Guard and the litigation that 
followed is placed upon Captain Joseph F. 
Burke. He is charged with conspiracy, col- 
lusion and a determined effort to create 
friction, engender strife and in every way 
possible bring about dissatisfaction and 
unpleasantness. 

“Further answering,’* states the petition, 
“these defendants say they are informed 
and believe that the said Burke has long 
been coveting the possessions and owner- 
ship of the property of said Gate City 
Guard Company, and had endeavored, by 
various devices to bring about some trade 
between himself and the said company by 
which he would acquire the possession of 
said property. Indeed, soon after the per- 
fecting of his plans as above suggested, 
when he was the so-called president of the 
organization, and recognized as such, and 
when his power and influence was very 
great, he endeavored to negotiate a trade 
between himself as representing his wife’s 
mother and the so-called trustees of the 
organization whereby he sought to ex- 
change upon equal terms certain property 
lying fully two miles from the center of 
the city and without the city limits for 
the armory property. Said property not 
being worth at the time more than $20,000 
to $25,000, while the armory property was 
worth quite double that amount; and act- 
ually succeeded in persuading several of the 
so-called board to sign a proposition to 
that effect. hee 

“These defendants are informed and be- 
Heve that the action of said Burke as well 
as that of some of the other plaintiffs is 
actuated by mercenary motives and said 


petition brought into hope that they would 


eventually acquire the ownership of the 
property, sell it and divide the proceeds 
among themselves, defeating the purposes 
for which the property was purchased and 
for which the money which was used in 
buying it was subscribed by the friends of 
the company. : 
“These defendants further say that up to 
the time when, in 1893, the said Joseph F. 
Burke became so strongly reinstated in the 
affections and regard of the said company

ness it owed but $11,500, and that the addi- 


tional indebtedness represented by the 
additional mortgage of $3,500, was created 
upon said property after said Burke came 
into said power and under his suggestion 
and advice, a large portion of it being ex- 
pended in the purchase of uniforms to be 
used by the old Guard, to wit about $2,000 
thereof, and while it is true that it was 
expected that the old Guard would pay 
back to the company one half of the sum 
thus expended for their uniforms, as a 
matter of fact very few of them did so and 
almost the entire burden of their cost fell 
upen the cempany and its property. a 

“These defendants, further answering, 
say that of the plaintiffs named in this 
petition many of them were never elected 
as members of what was termed the old 
Guard in accordance with the by-laws 
adopted in August, 1898, as above stated, 
or any other by-laws in force or supposed 
to be in force and governing the action 
of said company. Among such persons 
named in said petition as plaintiffs, the 
following were never elected, as above 
stated: 

*“W. M. Camp, F. M. Akers, F. W. Hart, 
Jr., A. B. Andrews, W. R. Porter, H. C. 
Peeples, H. W. Johnstone J. H. Puckett, 
M. C. Casey, A. J. Daniel, J. F. Wallace 
and Zack Smith. 

“Further answering, the defendants say 
that the meeting held on January 12, 1897, 
of which the plaintiffs so vigorously com- 
plained, was a regular quarterly meeting 
of the company, which under the by-laws 
attempted to be adopted in August, 1893, 
Was required to be held and at which all 
80-called members, whether members of 
the old guard or the active company were 
required to be present. That under said by- 
laws no notice was required to be given of 
said meeting to any member, but that as 
a matter of fact the members both of the 
old Guard and the active company were 
largely, if not all, advised that at said 
meeting an effort would be made to change 
the situation so as to organize the company 
legally and every effort possible was 
made by the said Burke and those whom 
he succeeded in stirring up to activity in 
the matter to get a sufficient number of 
persons present whom he could persuade 
to adopt his own views on the subject, 
which he knew was about to be discussed. 
That everything done at said meeting was 
done above board and all persons present, 
including the so-called members of the old 
Guard, were permitted to vote upon all 
matters then proposed and that said so- 
called old guards even under their own rule 
are bound to acquiesce in the results of 
said meeting. 

“That not until after that meeting was it 
ever suggested by the said Burke or any 
other member of the so-called old Guard 
that the members of the active company 
lost their status by reason of the fact that 
they had become enlisted in the state ser- 
vice and had become assigned as Company 
L of the Fifth regiment thereof, but in all 
of the meetings which took place they wers 
recognized as being entitled to as many 
rights and privileges after their enlistment 
as before and their vote upon all matters 
were duly recorded and considered and 
every member of the said active company 
and every member of the said Gate City 
Guard who were enlisted in the state ser- 
vice who were present at the meeting in 
question, had been duly elected to member- 
ship tn the manner then in vogue in said 
organization and at said meeting there was 
not less than twenty-five enlisted men 
who were members of the Gate City Guard 
and who were enlisted in the state service 
at the time fhey declined to re-enlist in the 
year 1893; while of those present who term- 
ed themselves as members of the old 
guards not one was so enlisted nor a 
member of the Gate City Guard at said 
time.’’

Railroad Monopoly. 


PEOPLE BUILD THEIR WAY OUT 


As a Result 600 Miles of Road Are 
Added to the State. 


AND AN OCEAN LINE TO NEW YORK 


United Effort Has Figured in Rail- 
road Politics and Railroad - 
Construction. 


Americus, Ga., March 10.—(Staff Corre- 
spondence.)—That an iniand city should 
have built a trunk railroad, established 
competitive rates by securing river con- 
nection, ran a river fleet to the sea and 
finally reached New York city itself by 
an ocean line, is something but seldom 
accomplished, and yet it stands to the 
credit of Americus. 

When exaction after exaction was placed 
upon the rebellious city by the Central au- 
thorities, Mr. F. E. Burk voiced the feel- 
ines of the people so that the whole state 
might understand the iniquity which was 
being practiced. 

“We are looking out for the interest of 
tiie stockholders and not of the people,”’ 
wes the decisive reply of President Wad- 
wy to delegations of business men who 
eefed upon him. These words were used 
with great effect by Mr. Burk in appeal- 
ing to the people, and they acted a won- 
derful part in arousing the demand for a 
state ratiroad commission. Hon. Allen 
Fort. who was then in the legislature 
from Sumter. drew the bill for the crea- 
tion of a railroad commission, and acting 
under the spur of the moment, it was 
made drastic, in fact, in advance of all 
such bills previously adopted in other 
states. where railroad commissions were 
either advisory or subject to action of 
the courts. The business men of Americus 
made the point that in dealing with a 
man of President Wadley’s determination, 
he had to be met in a like spirit. To leave 
him a loophole of any kind meant his es- 
cape from control. If the decisions of the 
commission were submitted to arbitration 
at the hands of the courts. President Wad- 
ley had attorneys skilled enough to keep 
it upon the legal books forever. A commis- 
sion which was at once its own judge and 
jury. whose decrees were self enforceable, 
which had nothing to do with other 
courts—that was the kind of a commission 
the people wanted, and that was the kind 
that they got. It led the way in the devel- 
opment of state railroad commissions and 
formed the model upon which the inter- 
state railroad commission was subsequent- 
ly organized. 

For cnce President Wadley had met his 
master and was conquered. The dogged 
determination which built up the great Cen- 
tral railroad property kept up its bristles 
too long when ft refused to recognize the 
people, and they began that control of 
railroads which has since become univer- 
- pal. But the old railroad leader could not 
take defeat with composure, and to the 
end he continued to harass Station No. 
10, as he marked Americus upon his map. 
This led to the second great fight, in which 
the people of Americus, single-handed and 
alone, took the field for the building of 
railroads and the establisnment of river 
and ocean steamship lines. 

The storm center in this second fight 
was 5S. H. Hawkins, a man of wonderful 
mental resources, untiring energy and 
Sieepiess vigilance. Talking to him today, 
he related the incidents of the revolt of 
Americus from railroad dictation with 
great interest. ! 

“In 1884,"’ said Mr. Hawkins, “when dark 
Friday shook Wall street and New York 
city from center to circumference and 
sent its panicky effects throughout the 
country, the then small town of Americus 
feit' the effects of the panic less than the 
burdensome freight tariffs which the sin- 
gle transportation company then doing its 
business imposed. The peovle had no mon- 
ey and the value of town and county prop- 
erty had been sapped by exorbitant freight 
rates. Petitions for better rates were pre- 
sented, to which the reply came from the 
president that the railroad was ‘run in the 
interest of its stockholders and not for 
Americus.’ About this ‘time maps were is- 
sued by ‘*~- railroad, on which Station No. 
10 was said to be Americus, yet the name 
of the town did not appear. To say of 
Americus and the surrounding section that 
they were in a deplarable condition would 
_ but poorly express the ‘rue situation. The 
property of the country of scarcely any 
marketable value, heavily burdened with 
debt, the people having no money or cred- 
it, could it be expected there was life 
enough in the old land to release the bind- 
ing fetters?

er the -grave. situation. Resolutions as 
courageous as those adopted by the Meck- 
lenburgh convention at Charlotte, N. C., in 
favor of independence were here adopted 
by tthe citizens of Americus, whereby a 
committee, consisting of H. R. Johnson, 
John Windrer, J. W. Sheffield, G. W. Glov- 
er and §. H. Hawkins, was appointed, to 
whom nominally plenary power was given 
to take such action as might secure to 
Americus another line of. transportation, 
which might compete with the then exist- 
ing line. 

“The first effort was to build east direct 
and secure an outlet on the Ocmulgee riv- 
er navigable to the sea, which was frus- 
trated by a threat and demonstration to 
build a road from Smithville, a point ten 
miles south of Americus, on the Central 
railroad, to Preston and Lumpkin, sup- 
posed to be backed by that railroad. Had 
this threat been executed it would have 
tapped important trade territory natural 
tributary to Americus and carrie it to 
Savannah and the Central railroad. The 
quick action of the committee in securing 
a charter to build the Americus, Preston 
and Lumpkin railroad and the more hearty 
co-operation of the people 300n gave assu- 
rances that it would be built, and the 
threatened competitve enterprise collapsed 
or was abandoned. 


“On the faith of merchants’ and farm- 
ers’ notes subscribed to the stock of the 
Americus, Preston and Lumpkin, means 
were secured to press the construction of 
the road to a point near Lumpkin in the 
fall and winter of 1884 and i885, when 


cured to purchase rails and a_ limited 
amount of rolling stock to put the road in 
operation to Lumpkin, a distance of thirty- 
seven miles, which was realized in January, 
1886. During that and the succeeding year 
the road was extended to Lonvale, a point 
ten miles west of Lumpkin. 

“Commencing in the fall of 1887 the road 
was rapidly built from Americus to the 
Ocmulgee river at Abbeville, a distance 
of sixty miles, and was opened to traffic 
in the fall of 1888, when boats were put on 
the river, which plied between that point 
and Savannah and Brunswick. 

“In 1888. a@. steamer was chartered by the 
company and plied between Brunswick and 
New York, which gave to Americus an 
unbroken line to the nation's metropolis. 
In 1888 and 1889 the road was extended 
east from Abbeville to Lyons/and west from 
Lonvale to the Chattahoochee river under 
the new organization, the Savannah, Amer- 
icus and Montgomery railway. During the 
years 188-1 the road was extended west 
from the Chattahoochee river to Mont- 
gomery, Ala., and a branch road, the Al- 
bany, Florida and Northern, was built 
from Cordele, on the line of the Savannah, 
Americus and Montgomery railway, to Al- 
bany, Ga. 

“Thus the unpropitious start in the pan- 
ic of 1884 resulted in constructing and equip- 
ping three hundred miles of standard road, 
which was practically built by Americus. 
The Central railroad, having apprehensions 
that the new railway might become a 
thorn in the, flesh, determined it should 
be throttled by constructing the Savan- 
nah and Western railway from Meldrim, 
near Savannah, via Lyons and on close 
parallel lines with the Savannah, Americus 
and Montgomery railway, to Americus 
and thence on via Columbus to Birming- 
ham. Ala. Scme think this entire line was 
planned and constructed as far as it was 
constructed to Cefeat the Americus enter- 
prise. If so, then the unpretentious start 
and work on the part of Americus resulted 
in the building of nearly six hundred miles 
of raiiway. 

“J must draw a lesson or two,” said Mr. 
Hawkins, “from the work which I have 
here aittempted to describe. The first is 
thit self-reliance is one of the greatest 
qualities any city can have. Our people 
are few in number and poor in comparison, 
yet they did not hesitate to seize a great 
corporation by the throat, and worked out 
iis own salvation. Who ever heard be- 
fore of a long line of railroad line built 
upon farmers’ notes? It is true that in- 
dividuals have lost money, which is un- 
fortunate, but the road itself remains, a 
source of wealth and development to the 
country. All of the progress you now see 
in wiregrass Georgia is due to that little 
railroad, which pierced Dooly county in 
order to reach Abbeville. Two causes 
led to ‘the financial collapse of the county— 
the first being the mistake of going west, 
when we should have gone east. There 
were in Americus at the time many holders 
of Central railroad stock, and while they 
were willing to join in a fight to compel 
the Certral to recognize Americus, they 
were not willing to cut right into the en- 
emy’s vitals. By going west our people 
were united, whereas the eastern extension 
would have created division. The western 
extension was not productive in the sense 
that the eastern would have been, because 
the latter would have connected us with 
the East Tennessee at Hiawkinsville and 
given us at once a revenue sufficient to pay 
for itself and declare annual dividends. 
Then, having determined on the western 
extension, the disastrous course of business 
in 1892 swamped us.”’ 

And yet the defect which Colonel Haw- 
kins spoke of so regretfully is not as bad 
as appears. Through the efforts of Ameri- 
cus what might be called a “live wire’’ 
was run across the state, between that 
part in the south monopolized by the Cen- 
tral and in the lower sou‘tn held by the 
Plant people. This “live wire” has been 
sizzing around so much that the country 
has become aroused and the wiregrass is 
‘all aflame. — . 

Colonel Hawkins, like other men who 
have been called upon to lead, has to suf- 
fer the effects of defeat. Had he been able 
to weather the scheme through to financial

United States Bond and Mortgage 
Company Is the Defendant. 


THE HEARING COMES UP NEXT SATURDAY 


It Is Charged That Wasteful Salaries 
Are Being Paid Out When There 
Is No Income, 


The bondholders of the United States 
Bond and Mortgage Company have filed 
a bill for receiver and injunction against 
the company, alleging that salaries are still 
being paid the officers of the company not- 
withstanding the rule nisi which has been 
granted by the superior court in the mat- 
ter to stop what they term a waste of the 
assets of the company. | 

It is charged in the intervention which 
was filed yesterday by Mr. John Oliver 
and Mrs. H. B. Thomas that the company 
is paying Mr. Purtell a salary of $125 per 
month for his services as general manager; 
that a treasurer is receiving the amount 
of $75 per month; that a clerk is being paid 
a monthly salary of $62.60 and a typewriter 
is still employed by the company at a cost 
of $50 per month. The petition claims that 
these salaries are not necessary and are 
a waste of the company’s assets, as it is 
shown that the company has no income at 
present. 

Judge Lumpkin granted a rule nisi, al- 
lowing the parties to be made parties in 
the original bill and setting phe case for 
a hearing before him on May 15th, or as 
soon thereafter as the hearing can be had. 

The petition is in full as follows, setting 
up the claims of the petitioners as pre- 
sented to the court: 

‘Now comes John Oliver and Mrs. H. B, 
Thomas and respectfully show unto this 
court as follows: 

‘‘Petitioner, John Oliver, shows that a 
petition has been heretofore filed by the 
plaintiff in the above stated case and that 
a rule nisi Nas been granted and served 
requiring defendant to show cause why a 
receiver should not be appointed. 

‘Petitioner Oliver is the owner of twen- 
ty-five of the bonds of the said defendant 
company and adopts the prayers and alle- 
gations of said petitioners and prays to be 
made a party plaintiff in the above stated 
case, 

‘*Petitioner, Mrs. H. B. Thomas, has 
heretofore been made a party plaintiff in 
said case. 

‘Petitioners show that the said defend- 
ant company is now and has been ever 
since the granting of said rule nisi paying 
out money in a manner which cannot pos- 
sibly benefit the bondholders, but which 
amounts to an actual deprivation to them. 

‘Petitioners allege that the said defend- 
ant company is paying a salary to its gen- 
eral manager, the said J. H. Purtell, $125 
per month; that. it empioys a clerk at $62.50 
per month; that it employs a treasurer at 
$75 per month; a typewriter at $50 per 
month, and its attorneys; and that since 
the filing of said petition the company has 
ho income or scarcely any at alL 

“Petitioners represent that said employ- 
ments and salaries are gross wastes and 
of no use or benefit to the company or its 
creditors. 

“Petitioners are informed by the treas- 
urer of said company that he has paid out 
$272.91 in this useless way since the grant- 
ing of the rule nisi.

“This review of the year’s work would 
be incomplete without mention of the pro- 
posed library legislation. There is no law 
in Georgia providing for the establishment 
of free public libraries. ' 

“At the last session of the legislature, 
through the efforts of the directors of the 
Young Men’s Library Association, of At- 
lanta, a bill was introduced by Mr. Clarence 
Knowles, of Fulton county, providing for 
the appointment of a state library commis- 
sion, to consist of five commissioners, 
whose duty it would be to care for the 
library interests and to develop the modern 
library idea, providing free public libraries 
for the state. The bill came up for the 
third reading before the house, but owing 
to the press of business at the close of the 
session, it was carried over to the next 
term. The friends of the bill are assured 
of its passage, as there is practically no 
opposition. The establishment of such a 
commission would mean much for the 


library growth in the state. 


“In closing this report, I beg to express 
my appreciation to the officers and direc- 
tors for the cordial support and aid given 
mé in carrying out the orders of the board 
for tiie government of the Hbrary. Too 
much cannot be said in praise of those who 
so liberaily devote their time and energies 
in behalf of the library. 

“Ipday the library stands a monument 
to the individual efforts of the directors, 
and the community appreciates the fact 
in making the library the center of a Nter- 
ary and cultured coterie.

Report of President Nutting. 
The report of President Nutting covers in 
a& generai way the work done by the asso- 
ciation during the past year. It makes in- 

teresting reading, and is given below: 


President Nutting’s Report. 


“To the Members of the Young Men’s 
Libr. Association—When the little band 
of faithful and enthusiastic workers came 
together in the room over the old Georgia 
National Bank on Alabama street, on the 
night of August 19, 1867, and laid the foun- 
dation stones of the noble structure that 
has now withstood the storms of thirty 
years, it would have required a prophetic 
eye to foresee the magnificent results that 
have come from their devoted and wnsel- 
fish labors. Their early example has been 
an inspiration to all their successors, and 
each administration has sought, in a spirit 
of generous rivairy, to surpass the efforts 
of those who have gone before. 

“At the close of this, the thirtleth year, 

of the association’s existence, it may not 
be unprofitable to glance back over the 
history of those earlier days and touch 
upon some of the salient features of a 
progress that has been constant, steady 
and uninterrupted. ‘ 
“In 1867 Atlanta was litthe more than a 
village, and had hardly yet recovered from 
the ruin and desolation of 1864 and 1865. Our 
beloved city ts now the metropolis of the 
southeast, having surmounted all obstacles 
in the past, and with a citizenry determin- 
ed in their united strength on even grander 
achievements in the future. 

“With the steady growth of Atlanta dur- 
ing the past thirty years, the Yo Men's 
Library has kept even pace. At first one 
small room was adequate for its work, but 
its rapid growth soon necessitated more 
commodious quarters, and within a com- 
paratively short time after organization 
the whole of the railroad vide of the sec- 
ond floor of the building on the northwest 
were | of Broad street and the Western 
and lantic railroad was fitted up for its 
use. Later on more desirable and better ar- 
ranged rooms were secured in the buildin 
on the southeast corner of Marietta an 
Forsyth streets, and there the work was 
continued till the completion of the li- 
brary building on Decatur street, in 1880. 
In 189 our present beautiful home was 
purchased, and during the summer of 1898, 
after a most advantageous sale of the 
catur street property, the present building 
was opened to our members and friends, 
and the library then entered upon the 
most prosperous period of its steadily pros- 
perous career. 

“During the year just closed the influence 
of the library on the thought and culture 
of the city has been more widely felt than 
ever before. Not only has the circulation 
shown the largest increase over the pre- 


ceding year ever recorded, but the at- 
tendance at the rooms has been greater 


| than during any previous year. The libra- 


i 


rian’s report shows the circulation for the 
year ending April 30, 1896, to have been 
16,045, while the circulation for the past year 
reac the unprecedented total of 21,468, 
an increase of over 83 per cent. The or- 
ganization of the Woman's, Club, resuiti 
in the formation of so many par an 
other special classes, has contributed 
largely to the heavy increase. 

“The reading rooms, which, under the 
whe ge policy of. the board, have always 
be free, are beine used more and more 
by the general public, particularly by the 
pupils of our numerous schools. Indeed, 
the library its gradually becoming almost 
an essential adjunct of our public school 
system, foreshadowing the time, pos- 
siply at no distant day, when 
the wisdom of ovr municipal authorities 
wil grant an annual appropriation for the 
extension of our work. 

“Four hundred and thirty-three new vol- 
umes have been ad to our shelves dur- 
ing the year, the total number of volumes 
now being 17,266, and over three hundred 
volumes have been rebound, an unusually 
large number. Our reading rooms are sup- 
plied with about fifty periodicals, the larg- 
est number in the history of the associa- 
tion, comprising the leading

“I wish to call special attention to that 
ag of the librarian’s report, emphasized 
the report of the chairman of the com- 
mittee on library and rooms, in reference 
to introducing the card system of cata- 
loguing. Our present catalogue is wholly 
inadequate, and it is a question of only a 
short time when this mutter must be 
actively taken up. The readjustment of 
our classification on the basis of the card 
system cannot be successfully accomplish- 
ed until a new book room has been added 
and the shelving rearranged. The addition 
of such a room would enable your directors 
to convert the present book room to other 
purposes, a general reading room, a chil- 
dren’s reading room and a gentleman’s 
reading room being not only very much 
needed, but absolutely necessary for the 
successful prosecution of our work. It is 
hoped that during the coming year plans 
may be formulated for bringing about these 
improvements. 
he Young Men’s Library Association 
occupies a unique position among the pub- 
lic libraries of the United States. Without 
an endowment, with no appropriation for 
its support from either the city or the 
state, it grown stromger each year, 
steadily extending its infivence, and al- 
ways the center of the literary activity of 
the city. 

“Before closing this review of the past 
year’s operations, I wish to bear testimony 
to the zealous and faithful work of your 
excellent board of directors, and to the 
watchful care with which they have guard- 
ed the interests of the association. 

While all have contributed liberally of 
their time and effort, special mention 
should be made of Treasurer DeSaussure, 
who has so ably looked after the funds $f 
the association; of Secretary Scott, 
has so carefully kept the records, and of 
Director Alexander, whose work as comp- 
troller has been, of such incalculable bene- 
fit. Mention should also be made of Di- 
rector Read, whose wise counsels as chair- 
man of the finanmce committee have al- 
ways been of such value. To Directors 
Weldon, of The Constitution, and Horton, 
of The Journal, the thanks of the mem- 
bers are due for thefr many notices of the 
work of tife association during the past 


year. 
“And now I wish to refer to the invalu- 
able services of Director Paxon, the tire 
less and indefatigable chairman of the com- 
mittee on library and rooms. He has not 
only given freely of his time and his en- 
ergy, but his donations of books durin 
the year have been extremely liberal, an 
in addition many of the donations from 
other parties, if not most of them, came 
to us as the direct result of his influence. 
‘This report would not be complete if 
it did not make reference to the faithful 
and efficient work of our accomplished li- 
brarian, Miss Wallace, and of our excelient 
assistant secretary, Major Hubner. Prompt

COLONEL SLAUGHTER IS DEAD. 


He Was a Prominent Railroad Man 
and Lived Here for Years. 


Colonel ‘Meroear Slaughter, formerly as- 
sistant commissioner of the Southern Pas- 
senger Association, is dead. His death oc- 
eurred i) Richmond, Va., Monday night. 

Colone: Slaughter was a resident of At- 
lanta for several years, and removed from 
here last year. He went into the army 
when a boy, and was desperately wounded. 
His old wounds caused his death. 

Colone! Slaughter was an authority on 
war history. He was a great reader and 
student, and knew -the war literature thor- 
oughly. He was writing a history of the 
war when his illness came on. 

Colonel Slaughter was born February 
25, 1844, at Orange Court House, Va. He 
entered railway service December 16, 1866, 
as baggage master on the Orange and Al- 
exandria railroad, and after two years’ ser- 
vice h@ went into the general traffic office 
as a clerk. He worked up, and in 1881 was 
made assistant general passenger agent of 
the Richmond and Danville railroad. The 
next year he was made general passenger 
agent of the Richmond and Danville sys- 
tem. On December, 1835, he was appointed 
commissioner of the Southern passenger 
committee, and In October, 1896, he became 
assistant commissfoner of the Southern 
Pessenger.

MITCHELL STREET VIADUCT 


The Presidents of Southern and Cen- 
tral Instruct Their Engineers. 


| THE VIADUCT MAY NOT BE BUILT SOOM 


Purchase of City Hall Will Require 
Rigid Economy—What the 
Presidents Have To Say. 


The Southern and Central railways have 
responded to the resolution adopted by 
city council asking for more definite plans 
and specifications in regard to the erection 
of a viaduct over Mitchell street crossing, 
for which the roads offered to donate $25,000 
of the total cost. Chairman Camp, of the 
bridge committee, received a communica- 
tion from the presidents of the companies 
yesterday morning stating they would com- 
ply with the request. : 

That a reply was not forthcoming sooner 
was due to the fact that the roads were 
waiting to be officially notified of council’s 
action. This notification was not sent un- 
til a few days ago, when Presidents Spen- 
cer and Comer held a consultation, and al- 
thcugh it was not their origina] intention 
to furnish plans and specifications, they 
decided to take that course, and will pre- 
sent the same formeériy prepared for the 
erection of the viaduct in connection with 
a@ new depot before the proposition was 
made to the city. 

While Messrs. Comer and Spencer do not 
allude to the unwritten demand of the 
bridge committee for more money before 


the proposition will be accepted, they do 
not urge the committee to take more than 
$25,000, nor is it thought they will. In clos- 
ing their last communication they say: 

“Our engineers have been instructed to 
discuss with the city’s engineers any plan 
or plans for a viaduct in accordance with 
the provisions of our proposition.” 

It seems to be the general concensus of 
opinion, however, that the city will never 
appropriate the $25,000 resulting from the 
recent purchase of the city hall. The first 
payment of $30,000 will have to be made 
next November, and in order to meet the 
succeeding installments each year rigid 
economy will have to be observed. 

Chairman Camp, of the bridge commit- 
tee, went to Rome last night and will not 
return until Thursday, when he will call a 
meeting of the bridge committee for the 
consideration of the answer of the roads. 

What the Presidents Say. 

But the following communication speaks 

for itself: 


“Mr. M. P. Camp, Chatrman Bridge Com- 
mittee, “Atlanta, Ga. Wear Sir: We are 
this day in receipt of,copy of the resolu- 
tions adopted by thé bridge committee 
April 6th calling upon the Southern and 
Central of Georgia Railway companies to 
submit with their proposition a complete 
plan of the proposed bridge in sufficient 
detail to show the diiuensions of all the 
parts with the estimated cost of the same, 
together with a profile ana certain specifi- 
cations as to methods of construction, 
strength, ete. 

“Our proposition to you of March 23d did 
not contemplate the making of the plans 
or the establishment of grades for the 
Mitchell street viaduct py the railway com- 
panies. 

“At that time the city was considering, 
through your committee, the construction 
of an extension by viaduct and otherwise 
of Alabama street Usuer a plan which 
wewvld seriously injure the property of the 
Central of Georgia Railway Company. In 
order to avoid this, and at the same time 
to possibly facilitate the future construc- 
tion of a union station for the city of 
Atlanta, we made to yeur committee and 
to the finance committee the proposition 
of March 23d above referred to, making 
it to the interest of the city to consiruct 
_ Mitchell street viaduct in preferénce 
o the Alabama street extension by guar- 
anteeing a contribution of $25,000 in cash 
towzird the ccnstruction of the former and 
poining out the fact that irrespective of 
such contribution, the mitchell street via- 
duct would cost less than the Alabama 
street extension and wvuld substantially 
answer the same or better purposes. 

“It was suggested to you verbally at 
that time that the Southern Railway Com- 
pany in preparing teutative plans for a 
proposed union station at Elliott and 
Mitchell streets had made a preliminary 
plan and estimate fvr a Mitchell street 
viaduct in such form as to answer for an 
approach to said station. 

“We have no desire to suggest to the eity 
any special plan or dimensions for the 
viaduct, except that our tracks snall be 
properly spanned, or any particular grade 
for the street in connection with said im- 
provement, except as regards said ap- 
proach. 

“It will afford us pleasure, however, to 
submit to your committee and to the city 
engineer the preliminary plan and estimate 
made by the Southern Railway Company 
as above referred to, and — instructions 
have been given accordingly. 

“You will appreciate, however, that in 
making such preliminary plan we had not 
the benefit of any expressed views from 
the city engineer or other city authurities. 
The chief points intended to be covered 
were those named above, that our tracks 
should be properly spanned. and that the 
approach from the west side should be 
suitable as a means of access to the pro- 
posed union ‘station. 

“The engineers of our respective com- 
panies have also been instructed to meet 
your committee or the city engineer, or 
both, at any time that you may designate 
to give full information with regard to 
said plans and estimates, or at your pleas- 
ure to discuss with you or the city en- 
arp a any plan or plans for a viaduct on 
Mitchell street in accordance with the pro- 
visions of our proposition of March 23d. 

“We hope that all the information de- 
sired by your committee, and contemplated 
by your resolutiéns of April 5th, can thus 
be most readily and promptly obtained,

“One of the newest courtesies offered to 
woman is the establishment of ladies’ an- 
nexes to men’s ciubs. Conservative Bos- 
ton led the way in this innovation when 
the Algonquin, somerset and Puritan clubs 
opened their doors—that is to say, their 
outside doors—to women, friends of the 
members. ‘the University Club, ‘of San 
Francisco, fotlowed in their footsteps, and 
now two of the most conservative ciubs in 
New York are seriously considering the 
question of adding tadies’ reception rooms 
and restaurants. 

“In Boston and Gan. Francisco the ex- 
periment has been & decided success from 
all points of view. The ladies’ restaurant 
adds to the revenue of the club, the mem- 
bers can offer an easy hospitality to-their 
friends, and women give unqualified ap- 
proval and unlimited patronage to the new 
establishments. 

‘There are many reasons why a man’s 
club appeals to a woman, the first and 
foremost being, of course, that she has for 
so long been excluded from it. “The club’ 
has been man’s special prerogative; women 
have formed societies, more or less chaotic 
gatherings, after all, which have never 
been to her what ‘the club’ is to a man, 
Now it is as though the moon, or a piece 
of it, had fallen into her outstretched 
hands. There has always been a mystery 
surrounding a man’s club, and woman has 
been brought so close to it that she is sure 
the veil will soon be rent entirely asunder. 

“Another reagon, which women them- 
selves will be slow to acknowledge, but 
which they must recognize, is that they 
delight in the order and method which 
they find in this housekeeping done by men 
for men. From time immemorial women 
have been the housekeepers, the house- 
wives, and most of them have feit the 
friction, the wear and téar of their work.

Terrell Hudson, the DeKalb Murderer, 
Will Be Resentenced Friday, 


LAW DID NOT DELAY THIS TIME 


The Negro Got a Speedy Trial—The 
Supreme Court Acted Promptly 
on His Case. 


_ Terrell Hudson will be resentenced on 
Friday morning to die for the murder of 
another negro named McMillan, who was 
oe by Hudson in DeKalb county last 
all. 

Terrell’s case has been an example of 
quick justice. He was tried and found 
guilty of murder in one day, a short time 
after the murder. His case was at once 
appealed to the supreme court. The higher 
court lost no time in passing on the case 
and it handed down a decision unfavorable 
to Hudson. 

A new trial being refused, it is now nec- 
essary to pass another sentence on the 
murderer. Judge Candler stated yesterday 
that he would go down to Decatur Fri- 
day and open the superior court for the 
purpose of resentencing Hudson. He will 
simply pass sentence of death on the negro 
and then adjourn court. 

Hudson killed MeMillen in a fight over a 
‘possum dog. The murder ‘was entirely un- 
provoked, according to the evidence intro- 
duced in court. Hudson thought that Me- 
Millan had turned his dog loose and had 
taken him out hunting. This angered him 
and he went to where McMillan was at 
work in a field. He claims that McMillan 
started for him with an ax when he asked 
him about the dog, and he asserts that he 
had to shoot to save his life. The evidence 
of the witnesses shows that this is not 
true, but on the contrary, that Hudson 
shot his victim in a crazy fit of anger over 
the very irifling matter. Hudson is in jail 
at Decatur now. He and Perry are about 
the only prisoners in the little jail. The 
white man who has been convicted of 
murdering Lanier has the entire upper 
part of the jail to himself and the con- 
demned negro occupies the lower portion 
of the prison. 

Judge Candler has not yet filed his formal 
decision in the Perry case of appeal for a 
new trial. He would have finished writing 
the decision today but he had to go to 
Cartersville to visit his mother who ts iil. 
The decision will doubtless be filed with 
the clerk of DeKalb superior court on 
Friday, when the judge goes to Decatur 
to resentence Hudson. 


OWNERS ARE UNEASY. 


MANY REQUEST TO HAVE BUILD- 
INGS INSPEC? =D. 


Mr. Pittman Says That He Is Getting 
More Calls Than He Can Attend 
to Properly. 


The craze of having buildings inspected 
seems to have struck the property owners 
of Atlanta. This desire to knuw just how 
strong their buildings are seems to have 
been brought about by the recent collapse 
of the building at Pryor and Mitchell 
streets. It is not customary for the build- 
ing inspector to hunt buildings to condemn, 
but the buildings are inspected only at the 
request of the owners or some party in- 
terested in some way. 

For the last week the requests to have 
buildings inspected have come in so fast 
on Building Inspector Pittman that he was 
obliged to ask the mayor to give him help. 
Mr. Pittman said yesterday: 

“I have had so many requests to come 
and inspect buildings that I was obliged 
to ask the mayor to give me a man to 
help in the work. There are so many 
new buildings going up that it is impos- 
Sible for one man to do the work. The 
way I happened to ask the police board 
for a man was not that I wanted to have 
an officer specially, but the mayor sug- 
gested that there were some good mechan- 
ics on the force and the board might let 
me have one for a time. Alm@gst any 
good mechanic can inspect a building and 
tell whether it is safe or not. I have had 
a fiood of requests from property owners 
to come and inspect their buildings and 
am doing so just as fast as possibie. Mer- 
chants getting in their spring goods want 
to know how much their fioors wil hold, 
and then people are constantly making 
changes that they need advice about. We 
inspected more buildings in the hast wees 
than we have in all the time preceding 
since the office of building inspector was 


created. 
“All the Jlarge buildings which have been 


condemned have been fixed up as we ad- 
vised. I do not think that there are any 
unsafe buildings in the city now.”

Chaingang Prisoners Whipped So Inhu- 
manly the Governor Pardons Them. 


THE ONLY THING HE COULD DO 


Reasons Why the Legislature Should 
Piace Misdemeanor Convicts Un- 
der Governor’s Supervision. 


Governor Atkinson pardoned two negro 
convicts yesterday—one a young gir] eight- 
een years old, and the other a young man— 
because of the cruel treatment they have 
been subjected to while serving sentences in 
the convict camps. 

The negro girl, Lizzie Boatright, was con- 
victed at the March term, 1897, of the Mc- 
Duffie superior court of burglary and rec- 
ommended to mercy. She was sentenced 
to six months in the chaingang. 

The girl was sent to Griffin Bros.’ camp 
in Wilkes county. From good authority 
the governor says he learns that she is 
being inhumanly treated. Among other 
charges, it is reported that she is dressed 
in man’s clothes and made to work along 
with the other convicts digging ditches. 

It seems that the woman worked witb a 
shovel and was treated as if she was a 
man. When the guard whipped.her, it 
seems that he exposed her person before 
the other convicts and no privacy was 
maintained whatever. 

It seems that the guard who had charge 
of her has since been convicted of whip- 
ping a man to death. He is said to be an 
exceedingly cruel man. The woman told a 
pitiful tale and the governor released Ser 
in order to relieve her sufferings. 

In pardoning the woman, Governor At- 
kinson makes these remarks: 

“The state has no jurisdiction over these 
camps and cannot regulate them, conse- 
quently the only possible chance of inter- 
fering is to pardon. The camp in which 
the woman was confined is not under the 
jurisdiction of the state, and the state 
Officers have no power to regulate the 
manner in which punishment shall be ad- 
ministered to the convicts confined in it.” 

The other convict pardoned on account 
of cruel treatment was Buster Tucker, con- 
victed at the October term, 1896, of the 
Houston superior court and sentenced to 
twelve months in the chaingang. 

In recommending his pardon, the solicitor 
Seneral says: 

‘In my opinion this negro should be 
pardoned at once. He is of a very low

The conflicting 
testimony upon this important point saved 
the prisoner and the recorder dismissed the 
case. 

“I just couldn’t for the life of me,” re- 
marked the judge, “tell who threw that 
apple core, and the question will have to 
take its place along with who struck Billy 
Patterson?’’
